Let him remind the gentiemen that 
they would diminish the cost of the adminis- 
tration of the law in the ratioin which they 
diminished frauduient voting, false count- 
ing, ballot-box stuffing, and suppression of 
votes.

Icemen Making a Big Thing Out of the 
Hot Weather, 

St. Lovis, Mo., July 2.—[Special.j—Of all 
the combines with which along-suffering peo- 
ple was ever cursed that of the ice deaiers is 
the worst. The prige of ice has been ad- 
vance 1 from 60 cefits a hundred to private 
consumers to $1, and nothing less than 10 
cents’ worth will be sold: It is threatened 
that another increase will be made Aug. 1. 
The retail dealers disclaim responsibility for 
this combination, which will be the direct 
cause of disease, suffering, and death in 
many a case during the hot season. The 
wholesale dealers have a monopoly, and on 
their heads is heaped the blame of this terri- 
bie agreement. They have advanced the 
price to $9 per ton. Many families have less 
than a dollar a day to subsis: upon, and 
the exbenditure of 10 cents daily out of their 
meager earnings is more than they van well 
afford. In the hot, stifiing quarters in Which 
many of the poor live food cannot be kept in 
a sound conditior, even for a few hours, 
without ice. Many children will doubtless 
suffer ana die as a result of this advance. 
The advance is not due to any shortage in 
the crop, but the dealers are simply taking 
ad vantage of the sweltering wea ner to reap 
a harvest out of tne suffering poor. Huse & 
Loomis, the iargest wholesale dealers in the 


city, who have storage warehouses filled 


with ice in lowa, Wisconsin, and Northern 
Linois, as well as in this State, justify the 
advance because of the demand from Chica- 
go and other points, They have buyers at St. 
Paui for the purpose of cornering the crop 
and holding it in reserve. 


MAY EXPEQT A SHORTAGE, 


Kansas City’s Supply Likely to Give Out Be- 
fore August. 

Kansas City, Mo., July 2.—[Special.]— 
Tnere is much fear that if this hot weawer 
continues through the summer there will be 
a shortage in the ice supply along about Aug. 
L One of the local dealers says: 

„% The ice supply of Kansas City, including 
the machine ice that is manufactured here 
and what our large dealers have in store in 
Minnesota and Nebraska, and figuring on a 
long hot season like two years ago, will run 
short of the supply some 75,000 to 100,000 tons. 
But if the ice season should turn out to be 
like last summer the supply would be about 
equal to the demand. Ice is being sold too 
cheap to the consumers. It looks as though 
the consumer need not be surprised any day 
at an advance in prices, for there is very 
little surplus ice in the country to be had, 
and prices have already advanced & a ton 
since May 1. All small lots of ice that are 
for sale in the North are being rapidly bought 
up by speculators. Lincola and Omaha are out 
and cannot supply their wholesale trade.“ 

W. W. Yates of the Yates Ice company says: 
4% don’t think there is any doubt that ice will 
run out before August, ana the local dealers 
will be corapelied to buy up job lots wherever 
they can getit. The Crystal Ice company, 
owned.and operated by the Heim Brewing 
company. have oeen shipping large quanti- 
ties of their ice into Kansas to tne bdriginai 
package dealers, and thus have sent away 
what was needed for their city trade, I 
should estimate the shortage this summer at 
50 per cent, or 50,000 tons, as it takes 100,000 
tons to do this city a season, A car-load of 
ice will shrink from six to seven tons in a 
trip from Minnesota in thirty-six hours.”

He offered one party $2 a ton for 100 car- 
loads, but was refused. It was learned that 
Swift is shipping ice to New York City. The 
waste in shipping is about 20 percent. A 
representative of the Huse & Loomis Ice 
company, one of the largest firms in St. 
Louis, was in the city yesterday and secured 
an option on 3,500 tons of the Boston Ice 
company at $2aton to expire Friday. This 
is all the Boston company can sell. The 
Cedar Lake Company has made some 
sales, but though the offers made are tempt- 
ing it is refusing to sell, iest the logal 
supply is cut short. It is expected that ice 
will advance here because of these sales. 
About 20,000 tons have been sold. Boardman 
& Wolfrom sold 9,000 tons to St. Louis parties 
at a net promt of $1 a ton. | 


Only Half a Supply at Detroit. 
Detroit, Mich., July 2.—|Special.|—The 
ice supply in this city is placed by those best 
situated to know at not more than half asup- 


‘ply and most of that obtained from points so 


remote from this city that the cost was 
double and treble that of last year. Dealers 
and some of the brewers cut considerable ice 
in, Canada, while many others went to Eagle 
Lake and as far as Mackinaw for a sure sup- 
ply.

St. Paal Has Plenty.

The winter 
was very mild until late in January, and 
there was considerable apprehension of a 
shortage, but seven weeks of steady cold 
weather gave ample opportunity for storage. 
Ice is being shipped im large quantities to St. 

ouis and St. Joseph from the ice-houses at 
hte Bear Lake and Lake Pepin. Prices 
are steady at last year’s figures for local con- 
sumpuon, though it is said ice for shipment 
is considerably higher.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 2.—|Special. |—Thé 
daily consumption of artificial ice in tnis city 
is 110 tons. Ice is supplied to families, of- 
fices, stores, and other consumers at 50 cents 
per 100 pounds, at one delivery, and fifty 
pounds at 30 cents, and butchers and steam- 
boats are supplied at five cents less.

‘TREATED FOR A DOG BITE 


FIRST APPLICATION OF THE PASTEUR 


TREATMENT IN CHICAGO, 


Operations at Rush Medical Colle ge on 


Two Boyse—The Method of Treatment 
Inoculations to Continue for Twenty- 


seven Days—The Spinal Cord of Mad 
Rabbitg Used—The Doctor Well Pleased 
with the Prospects of the Institute. 


A sad boy, an anzmic-looking boy, such 4 
boy as one meets a hundred times in a walk 
down West Madison street, was the bero of 
the first experiment of the Chicago Pasteur 
Institute yesterday. His name is John Web 
ber, he is 16 years old, and he lives at home 
at No. 106 Orchard street. A mad little cur 
dog bit him on the run on the calf of the leg 
June 21 on Jefferson street. He went toa 
druggist, John did, and bad the bite cauter- 


ized, and then he visited Dr. Lagorio, who 


invited him to be the pioneer victim of the 
institute. 

John was on hand promptly at 9 o'clock. 
He bad expected a large and appreciative 
throng of spectators, and he was disappoint- 
ed because only Dr. Lagorio, the head of the 
institute; Dr. Moyer, who was once County 
Physician; Dr. Maxwell, and three or four 
students of Rush Medical College were pres- 
ent in the little ante-room where the fun be- 
gan. Still John was reasonably proud of 
his distinction, and he cast a scornful glance 
at Hepry Schumacher, we boy who was to 
take second place in the list of 
victims. This pride was somewhat softened 
with awe, for the room was full of the odor 
of iodoform and other weird smells, and Dr. 
Lagorio’s face wore an unpromising expres- 
sion. The doctor held in one hand a vial 
containing a liquid that lookea like water, 
but was really a solution of one-sixteenth of 
a dead raovit’s spinal cord dissolved in 
twelve minims of sterilized water. The rab- 
bit died June 18 of rabies. It was inoculatea 
with yirus in order that John Webber might 
be saved. 

Method of Treatment. 

“Puli up your shirt, boy,” said Dr. Lagorio. 

John obeyed and Dr. Moyer rubhed a paim 
wet with alcohol over the left side of the 
boy’s abdomen. 


“ Are you ready?’ said the head doctor. 

„Mues,“ replied John Webber, whose 
courage Was oozing before the hypodermic 
syringe which the physician had dexterously 
poised before his eyes. 

The needle was driven into the white flesh. 
“Ouch!” cried John Webber. The doctor 
laughed. Lou spoke too late,” he said. 
“You have been inoculated already. Put in 
your shirt!“ 


Henry Schumacher, the second patient. 


had been made brave by the sight of John 
Webber’s luxurious martyrdom, and he suf 
fered the same treatment with patience. 
Henry was bitten by his own water spaniel, 
which he was shearing at his home, No. 372 
Jobnson street. The spaniel bit him seven 
times on the hands and was then shot. 
There was no proof that the water spaniel 
was mad when he bit Henry. but the doctor 
thought it best to take no chances, ana he 
gave the boy tho dose assigned to plain cases 
—six minims of the solutwon squirted into 
the abdominal wall. 

In the afternoon the boys received their 
second treatment, and two injections will be 
made a day for fourteen days. This is the 
length of time the rabbit must be dead whose 
spinal cord is used: 

First treatment—fourteen days. 

Second treatment—thirteen days, 

Third treatment—twelve days. 

Fourth treatment—eleven days. 

That ends the progression, und. tha next 
solution used is that of the spine of the rab- 
bit who has been dead fourteen days. The 
animal must have been dead not more than 
fourteen days and not less than eleven. After 
twenty-seven treatments the case is left to 
nature, and if symptoms ‘of rabies do not 
show themselves within three months after 
the bite of the dog was inflicted the patient 
is considered cured. The doctors do not in- 
oculate a patient unless he comes to them 
within a month after he was bitten, Whena 
month has passed it is too late to 
effect a turn in the course of 
the malady. The reasons for fixing 
the term so sternly are based purely 
on experience. Nobody knows why a rab- 
bit’s spinal cord fourteen days after death is 
not as available for a second and sixth in- 
jection as it is for the first and fifth, but Dr. 
Pasteur says he learned this fact on treating 
7,900 patients, of whom only thirty-three 
died, and Dr. Lagorio is a believing follower 
of the celebrated French scientist. 

Rabbits Have a Hard Time. 

The rabbits used by the institute are kept 
at the college in cages. Poor things, they 
have a hard time. They are vaccinated 
with madness and left to rave in their little 
den till death relieves them, They foam 
and squirm on the floor and sometimes bite 
pitifully at the prison bars. They die in 
nine or ten days afver inoculation, probably 
wishing science had staid where it was be- 
fore the war. The lot at the coliege now is 
not the original stock of the _ insti- 
tute. That was stolen by some 
smart young students who know a mad rab- 
pit is just as good for the stomach as a sane 
one, and hold a rabbit pie in its proper sta- 
tion far above science and hy-podermic syr- 
inges and abdominal walls from Orchard 
street. 

Dr. Lagorio was well pleased with the open- 
ing. of the hospital, and ne said he believed it 
would exceed in its popularity the one start- 
ed in New York. He expects a great rush of 
people during the hot days now coming on 
when dogs become insane and rush through 
the streets, bitting bare-legged boys and 
lame people who can’t get away. Anybody 
who thinks he has been bitten by a mad dog 
can be treated by application at the colloge. 
Dr. Lagorio would prefer that they would 
make sure of the dog’s madness before they 
apply for help, aud he wants the policemen 
to give up the habit of shooting dogs to pieces 
and throwing the bodies into vacant lots. If 
the doctor could examine the brutes’ bodies 
he might oftentimes relieve people of the 
fear that they are on the road to death by 
hydrophobia.

Fire at Boston Destroys $120,000 Worth 
df Dressed Meat. 

Boston, Mass., July 2—[Speeial.]—The 
Chicago dressed beef houses here were 
burned out tonight and nearly every firm 
suffers a heavy loss. The concerns involved 
are G. F. & E. C. Swift, George H. Hammond 
& Co., Armour & Co., Nelsou Morris & Co., 
Boston Beef company, Young & Harden, Jo- 
seph F. Hyde & Co., I. M. George & Co., 
Monroe Meat company, Willard N. Chamber- 
lain, C. W. Richardson, and S. W. Wood- 
bridge & Co. These firms are all grouped to- 
gether in a single building, which occupies 
the square bounded by South Market and Clin- 
ton streets, Quincy row and Atlantic ave- 
nue. The building is a single story one, con- 
sisting largely of sheet iron and glass. Its 
ground floor is 200 by 80 feet. The fire was 
discovered at 10:15 o’cleck in the storehouse 
of G. F. & E. C. Swift, but it was un ler 
great head way. Three alarms and a general 
were sounded in quick succession. The 
fire was kept to the one building, but tne 
men were unable to save that or its contents. 
Most of the dealers carried large supplies, of 
beef and every pound of it is spoiled by 


smoke and flames. A train of refrigerator 


cars had just deen unloaded there and 
another one was standing on the track to be 
run in at once. It is impossible to determine 
the individual losses now, but the representa- 
tives of the various firms say that the loss on 
the stock is upward of $120,000. The loss on 
the building is comparatively small.

Mr. Rucker of North Dakota wanted to 
have the roil of States and Commiss:oners 
called in order to give each member an op- 
portunity to express his views, tne speeches 
to be limited to ten minutes. An amendment 
by Mr. Allen of New York to limit speeches 


to three minutes called oat a vigorous pro- 


test from Mr. St. Clair of West Virginia 
against gag law. , 

On mowon of Mr. Bullene of Missouri the 
resolution was laid on tne table. 

Mr. Price of Kansas moved to lay Mr. De 
Young’s resolution on the table. Mr. Mar- 
tindale of indiana, Mr. White of New Mex! 
co, and Mr. McIntyre of North Dakota dis- 
cussed this moon on points of order until 
Mr. De Young withdrew his resolution, say- 
ing that his object was to bring about a full 
discussion of the subject, but since the mo- 
won to lay on the table bad been made no 

discussion was possibie. A few munutes 

later he changed his mind and wanted to 
have the motion reinsiated, but the Chair 
informed bim that it could not be taken up 
again uniess the resolution were renewed. 

Mr. Halliday of Kunsas introduced the fol- 
lowing: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Commis- 
sion that a divided site for the Worid’s Exposi- 
tion will not be conducive to the best inierests of 
the State exbibits and to the Expos.tion asa 
whole. 

Mr. Williams of Tennessee moved to table 
this resolution, but his motion was lost by a 
vote of 54 to 45. 

Mr. Massey of Delaware raised the point 
that the resolution was not within the scope 
of the powers granted to the Commission by 
the act of Congress. Its power was to reject 
or accept, but not to make any suggestions 
as to what ought to be offered. 

Mr. Marundale of Indiana insisted that his 
resolution, introduced the previous day and 
accepting the site offe by tne local di- 
rectors, was made a special order and that 
no resolution should be entertained unless it 
came in the shape of an amendment or sub- 
stitute to his resolution. 


A West Virginian’s Faticre. : 

Mr. St. Clair of West Virginia offered a 
resolution as a substitute for wa of Mr. 
Martindale as follows: 

Resolved, That in the judgment of this commis- 
sion the proposal of so-calied Lake-Front 
Jackson Park site for the World's Columbian 
Exposition is defective and unsatisfactory in the 
following among other particulars—namely:

This resolution was declared out of order 
ms being beyond the scope of the powers of 
‘the commission, tne Chair stating that the 
Commissioners must confine themselves to 
accepting or rejecting the site offered by the 
local directors. Mr. St. Clair shouted: “J 
appdal from the decision of the Chair.”

Mr. Day of South Dakota—The only evidence 
that they have tendered anything is a resolution 
by their Board of Directors, They have not 
made an offer to the Commissioners at all. They 
do not claim that they bave the site or that they 
have authority to — = it. They have nothing 
to show that they intena to tender a site except 
by implication. and they do not pretend to sa 
that they have any authority over that ground. 
They have made no formal tender to this com- 
mission whatever of any grounds, either the 
Lake- Front or any other. a 

The Chair — The Chair understands this to be 
the status of thé thing: We appointed a com 
mittee to confer with the local board. They did 
so and submitted to us, without recommenda- 
tion, the proposition made by the local Board of 
Directors. That is now before the commission. 


THE DIREC: Ons AKE HEARD. 


Messrs. Bryan and Peck Satisfactorily An- 
swer the Qoeations Pot to them. 

The Chairman introduced Mr. Bryan, who 
spoke substantially as foliows: 

I appreciate, of course, the embarrassing posi- 
tion | am placed in and that you are placed in. 
We are desirous of arriving at a conclusion in 
this matter as speedily as possibile. I wili, there- 
fore, confine myself strictly to answering such 
inquiries as may be propounded to me in refer- 
ence to tilis matter. and where my knowledge falls 
short I will call upon my friend Mr. Walker, whose 
ay knowledge may supplement anytbing 

may say in that connection. The question 
asked by the gentlemen from California is per 
fectly proper and pertinent and should be 
answered upeguivocdlly. The questionis: How 
much have you to offer and what is it? We rec- 
ognize perfectly the indefiniteness of the pro- 
posal submitted to you yesterday. It was abso- 
lutely impossible at that time to give it in amore 
specific form. We did the best we could at that 
time. Since then Iam permitted to present for 
your consideration a paper, the reading of which 
I shouid like to leave to the Secretary, who has 
lungs superior to mine 

The Secretary read the following: 

CHICAGO, Cook CouNTY, SOUTH PARK Con- 
MISSIONERS’ OFFICE —l, H. W. Harmon, Secre- 
tary of the Commissioners and tne custodian of 
its records and files. do certify that the following 
is a true copy of a resolution adopted by said 
Commissioners July 2, 1890: 

~ WHEREAS, It appears that the directory of 
the Columb.an Exposition is desirous of locating 
the same in whole orin part in Jackson Park; 
therefore be it 

„ Resolo-d, That it is the sense of the South 
Park Commissioners that an area of 500 acres 
therein may be readily available for such pur- 
pose. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and the seal of said Commissioners this 2d 
day of July, 1390. H. W. HARMON. 

Secretary. 

Mr Bryan—In addition to that official communi- 
cation we are permitted by direct authority to 
tender at least 100, and, I think from what I have 
heard, also eighty acres- more immediately adja- 
cent to the 00 spoken of there. I may as well 
mention names. The larger portion of that 180 
acres belongs to Mr. J. Irving Pearce, and pos- 
sibly something more might be had. This en- 
larges the site in Jackson Park to 600 or 700 
acres. As to the so-called Lake-Front, it em- 
braces some fifty odd acres of terra firma, now 
ubdsolutely ground, that we may de able to use. 
You are all aware ot the character of the soil 
covering the remainder of the so-called Lake- 
Front, the adoption of which by our board was 
unanimous, every member present—tbirty-three, 
i believe—voting in favor of using that portion 
in connection with Jackson Park. Does that an- 
swer the question of the gentleman from Cali- 
fornia? 

Mr. McDonald of California—Does that include 
the improved part or only the unimproved por- 
tion of Jackson Park. and would not that gen- 
tleman who has so generously contributed 100 
acres be prevailed upon to contribute 200? 

Might VLoube the Amount, 


Mr. Bryan—I think his heart is as large as his 
hotel, and that is pretty large. I don't know how 
much groued he has there, but I think if he was 
appealed to he could probably double the 
amount. In other words, we count upon 500 
acres absolutely from the Park Commiss:oners 
and 180 of WO acres from adjacent property- 
owners, in addition to the 200 to 300 acres which 
it is hoped may be made available in the Laxe-

Mr. Bullene ot Missouri Does that include the 
improved part of Jackson Park? 

Mr. Bryan— The area of Jackson Park is not so 
large that they could give 50 acres without en- 
crouching upon the improved part. 

Mr. Cochraa of Texas—What the Commission- 
ers object to is the division of the site into two 
Could not the Lake-Front be eliminated 


Mr. Bryan-A large portion of our population. 


especially the West and North Divisions, are 
anxious that a considerable portion of the Fair 
shall be held close to the center of the City. and 
I belheve that it is the unanimous sense of the 
Board of Directors that at least one 
vr more magnificent structures shouid 
be placed on the Lake-Front, and that it would 
redound to the credit of the Commission, as well 
as the local directors, and to the. benefit of the 
Fair as a whole, that that sbould be done, for 
the reason that a large portion of éur population, 
which is now over a million people—ia fact, 
nineteen-twentieths of them would be better 
accommodated by having some place more easily 
accessibie at night. Hence their preference for 
the Lake-Front. 

Mr. Hundley of Alabama—Your proposit’on 
spetks of tbe authorities having jurisdiction 
thereover. What nesuranes have we that they 
will concur? 

Mr. Bryan—The answer is this: When a con- 
tingency exists that an official body has no 
power to set aside another body the official 
body making the tender is obliged to include in 
the tender some mention of that contingency. 
Therefore, in presenting this offer it was incum- 
bent on the directors to state that we had no 
absolute right to tender that site. We can say 
this, however,’ that the unanimity of the city is 
so great on this subject that the constituted 
authorities will assuredly grant a portion of the 
Lake-Front for the use of the Fair and as a 
dernier ressort. Shou'ld they fail to do so we 
would fall back upon Jackson Park as furnish- 
ing all the territory that we could demand or 
expect. 

Mr. Hundley—Is it not possible to get these 
authorities together before we vote, so that we 
may know absolutely that they will agree to it?

Mr. Bryan—It is possible that after the lapse 
of some time that could be accomplished. But. 
after all, a section of the Federal law creating 
this commission was written with the belief that 
when the Chicago committee pledged itself this 
commission would have such unbounded 
faith in the generous desire of this 
directory to- do ali that was 
sible to the glory of this country.

Mr. Peck—Those that exist now are the IIli- 
nois Central railway, the Baltimore and Ohio, 
and the Michigan Central.

Then outside 
of the Fair grounds there will be an elevated 
railway rud the cable cars and a large number of 
Other conveyances. 

Mr. Palmer—How many people could be 
carried there within two hours in the morning, 
not counting the steamboats? 

Mr. Peck—I could not give the exact number, 
but it will be more people than would ever want 
to go. 

Mr. Palmer—The reason I speak of this is that 
the rush to the Fair some mornings de un- 
precedented, and we will have some days as 
great a number of admissions as at Paris, which 
would give 820,000 people. Would you say that 


you could take care of all the transportation? 


Mr. Peck—We think so. 

Mr. Paimer—-I have heard it discussed in- 
formally that an admission to the gates—say at 
Van Buren street—wouid entitie the holder to 
— 18 to Jackson Park. Is that contem- 

late 
Mr. Peck—We believe we can make arrange- 
ments to that effect with those owning the steam- 
ers and running the cars. 

Mr. Paimer—If that could be guaranteed it 
would add mucb to the attendances, 

Mr. Peck—We will guarantee this: Either the 
transportation will be free or merely at nominal 
price. 

Mr. Mackenzie of Kentucky—I sincerely trust 
that this commission will sot adjourn until it 
has either accepted or rejected the proposition 
submitted by the local Board of Directors. We 
are not here in the capacity of a jury Dut as 
judges sitting on the bench, with power only to 
accept or reject. I bave listened somewhat im- 
patiently to this discussion, and I am satisfied 
the only way to estimate the misinformation 
that this body has regarding the geography of 
Chicago is to have it referred to the Geodetic 
Survey. I came here impressed with the idea 
that the presentation of the Lake- Front as a site 
was a great mistake. I examined several of 
the parks in thisfcity, anal am now satisfied that 
the Lake-Front, with such additions as 
can be made within the proper time for the Ex- 
hibition, together with Jackson Fark. is the 
proper place to locate the Fair. As an individual 
Commissioner Iam willing to bow respectfuily 
to the decision of the thirty-three gentlemen who 
have this matterin charge. Suppose we reject 
it, and suppose. possibly this local Board of Di- 
rectors may fuilto tender us anotuer site, what 
are you going to do about the World's Fair? We 
have no power to selectasite. We have no 
power to make any suggestion in the matter, ex- 
cept simply to say whether we will acceptor re- 
ject the tender that has been made to us by these 
gentlemen. There is no question in my mind but 
that the appropriate thing for us to do, and to 
do within t 
cept the tender these gentlemen have made and 
adjourn and go home. Why, gentiemen, one of 
the chief attractions of the World's Fair is the 
City uf Chicago itself. These gentiemen have 
satisfied me that the offer they make is a liberal 
one. and we ought to accept it instantly. The 
great attraction of the World's Fair will be this 
City. that bas risen like a phenix out of its ashes 
in less than twenty years and is, 
in my judgment. the finest city not 
only on § the American continent but 
anywhere in the world. [Anpplause.? Look at 
this magnificent street (Michigan avenue), al- 
most as long as Fleet street in London and as 
beautiful ag the boulevard in Paris. Look at the 
packing-bouses where the beefsteaks ahd hams 
are prepared for twohemispheres. These gentie- 
men have pat up the money tor this show. -[Ap- 
plause.] They have tendered a site in good 
talth. It came with unanimity from thirty-three 
gentlemen with as much ability, integrity, and 
respectability as can be, found anywhere in the 
commercial world, and it becomes us to accept 
the site they have offered. 


Complimenting the Board.

Mr. Madlip dale of Indiana—We have defined 
in the law ol Congress our duties as Commission- 
ers and we have no right to go outside of the 
duties there prescribed as officials of the United 
States. The act of Congress provides that this 
commission is empowered in its discretion to ac- 
coept suck site as may be selected and offered 
and such plans and specifications for buildings 
to be erected for the purposes of the Fair at the 
expense of and tendered by the corporation of 
Chicago. Now, our duties are .defined and 
we have no right to go beyond them. The Com- 
missioner from Virginia is mistaken in his 
reading of the lav if he supposes in 
pursuance of his resolution that we had any 
right toinguire into the financial condition of 
this Fair and to make a report to the President 
of the United States. This information is to b® 
— — by this Chicago corporation to the 

resident of the United States and they are to 
satisfy him. It is not our duty ut all I rise to 
this point of order that we are to consider this 
question of the acceptance of the site. and that 


resolutions Outside of this matter are not in 


order. We must vote to acceptorreject. If we 
vote to reject, then these gentlemen are 
left to present another site. If we 


vote to accept, then the question is settled and 
they have to carry out their program without 
any instructions and without any aid from us. 
Iam no champion of the Lake-Front. I sympa- 
thize with my granger fnend from South Dakota 
and would be much in favor of a bull-show. But 
we must mber that these gentiemen raised 
the money, that they furnish everything for me 
Fair, and if they have considered this and/say 
to us: “If you give us a chance to put a part of 
this Fair on the Lake-Front we can makeita 
financial success, but if yon refuse us that privi- 
lege and require us to take everything six miles 
from the city,“ they say, “it will fail,” they 
ought to be listened to. The great bulk of the 
Exposition will be in Jacxson Park, probably. 
Let us not obstruct it. If you accompany the 
acceptance with such conditions as the gentle- 
man from Virginia proposes we shail be entirely 
at sea. 


Declared Out of Order. 


Mr. Groner started to defend his resolu- 
tion, but it was ruled out under the previous 
declaration of the Chair that the Commis- 
sion bad no legal rightto do more than to 
either accept or reject the site offered by the 
local directors.

have undertaken this great Fair, unparalieled in 
the history of the world, the matter of selecting 
the site? Is it not our duty, in a great measure, to 
trust n to them?

It must bea financial 
success or failure, and it is their business to look 
out for both, Lam not going to raise my voice 
against those men who have worked so hard and 
who I know are qualified fully for the emergency.

But suppose it should 
prove necessary, could not they acquire the land 
by condemnation and similar processes?

Mr. De Young of California caused au out- 
burst of applause by saying: After the 
statements we have heard from the Chicago 
committee I now move you the adoption of 
Mr. Martindale’s resolutiop to accept the 
ste offered by the local corporation.” 

Mr. St. Clair of West Virginia made an im- 
passioned address in opposition to the prop- 
osition of the local d rectory. He said: 

I do not propose to delegate to the local board 
the power that was conferred upon me by act of 
Congress.

We have the 
right to accept or reject as we see proper, and if 
they have not presented what char 
acter of a site adequate for the purposes of this 
great Exposition it is the duty: of this 
commission to rejectitlike men. I am not ag 
advocate of any site for this Fair, but I am op: 

osed absolutely to locating it on the Lake 

ront. I have aright to speak on this question 
because I was for Chicago before Congress de 
cived to locate the Fair here. I am for it now) 
and I tell you. gentlemen, if tbis commission 
and if the local board had said to Congress when 
this bill was pending that they would build ig 
Luke Michigan a site for this Fair they would 
not bave received 60 per cent of the votes they 
received. You claimed in Washington that 
you bad 1000 acres in the great pra 
ries around the City of Chicago. There is 
another question that ought to address itself to 
the commission, This Lake Michigan is a nat- 
ural waterway. It does not belong to this com; 
mission or to the local Board of Directors. In add 
tion. the Government of the United States bag 
constructed a harbor in the lake in froat of the 
City of Chicago. The proposition is to fill up 
that harbor and make terra firma for the use of 
this Fair. [Cries of “No,” No.“ ] But if that 
be true. as a Matter of law you have no power to 
doit. There was an attempt made in the ear! 
pertod of this commission to have a Committe 
on Buildings and Grounds appointed. That com- 
mittee should have been appointed, and we would 
have had an auxiliary to this commission that 
would have brought to us information from the 
other side of the Coutroversy. After accepting 
this site it willbe too late to investigate the 
titie. You ought to investigate it now. You 
have a decision that has not been reversed in 
the State of IIlinois which denies to the South 
Park Commissioners the power to concede the 
Lake-Front for the purposes of the Worid’s Fair. 
Uniess the Supreme urt reverses itself the 
Legislature will never have the power to give to 
the World’s Exposition the site of the Lake- 
Front or Jackson Park, either. In the case of 
the City of Jacksonville aguinst the Jacksonville 
railway, where the raiiway company undertook 
under its charter to run through «a public park in 
that city, a bill was filed.to restrain the railway, 
and the Supreme Court’ sustained this position: 
W nere property is donated fora certain purpose 
you cannot divert itfrom the purpose for which 
the donation was made. [Appiause.] 


Pazziiang Mr. St. Clair. 


Mr. Bullene of Missouri—By what authority 
was the Centenapial held in Fairmount Park in 
Philadelphia! 

Mr, St. Clair—I don't know. 

Mr. Bullene—That was a public park, held un- 
der similar law to those of Lilinois, but tne Ex- 
position was 
of the people of Philadelpbia that it should be 
held there. 

Mr. St. Clair—I am tired of hearing this talk 
about Chicago. This is not a Chicago Fair; itis 
a Worid's Fuir. Now submit in all candor that 
it is not rigut that they should ask us to accept a 
site and toerect buiidings upon land to which 
you have no tities and over which you. have 30 
control, There has been litigation with refer- 
ence to the La«e-Froat for 2% years, and there is 
a bill now pending in the  coarts, 
and we are told by one of the cotinsel 
that the moment you undertake to interfere 
with the Lake-Front an injuncwon will be sued 
out. Mr. Leland at one time successfully de- 
feated the attempt to divert the use of the Lake- 
Front. I do not know whether our committee 
has investigated this or not. I want to put po 
obstructions in the way of the local Board of 
Directors, but let us proceed as business-men, as 
sensible men, discharging our functions under 
this act of Congress, ana if these gentlemen have 
presented to us a site which they have declined 
to show they have any control over wait till they 
get one. 

Mr. Day of South Dakote—We are here as the 
representatives of a great Nation. not in the in- 
terests of Chicago. I am the friend of Chicago. 
I come frow a country that stood by Chicago in 
its fight, and we are with her; but i say to. you, 
and I say it to the gentiemen of Chicago, for your 
sake. for your reputation, for the reputation of 
the Northwest, carry out the promises you made 
at Washington. You have gone out wrong end 
to. It was my earnest effort to secure the ap- 
poiatment of a Oommittee on Grounds and 
Buildings. I was notable to secure it, and the 
proper investigation has not beeo made. I claim 
that there is no proposition here, and I move you 
that this resolution be laid upon the table until 
the next meeting of this commission, f 

The motion to lay on the table was lost by 
a viva voce vote. The amendment offered by 
Mr. Buit of West Virginia to substitute the 
word “reject”? for the word accept“ in 
Mr. Martingaile’s resoluuon was also defeat- 
ed by a large majority. 

Mr. Williams of Tennessee—No more seriqus 
harm can be inflicted upon the World's Fair 
than for this commission to antagonize or defeat 
the action of the local Board of Directors. I 
have not the honor of knowing this Board of Di- 
rectors personally, but from wnat I know I an- 
hesitatingly say they are men of high character 
and business and social standing. I would feel 
that it was an absolute act of impertinence for 
me to come here from the State of Tennessee 
and set up my judgment against the combined 
wisdom of thirty-five or forty of your most prom- 
inent businéss-men of Chicago. 

Mr. White of New Mexico—We are not he 
acting On a proposiuon of an official nature. 
They have not made any definite proposition, 
The offer no complete site., They have offered 
us nothing. They might as well offer it up in the 
skies as in the bottom of the lake. We could 
bang up the Exposition in balioons aimost as 
easily as we could build up anything from the 
bottom of the lake. 

The Last Speech. 

Mr. Ewing of Illinois went briefly over the 
law, repedting that the Commissioners had 
no power to make any suggestions or recom- 
mendations, but could acceptor reject oply 
such site as the local Board of Directors 
might offer. It was not the business of the 
commission to inquire into tne legal title of 
the site. It was a question of adequacy only 
which concerned the commission. | 

The roll-call was demanded and the debate 
stopped. The result was that the proposition 
of the Board of Directors was adopted by a 
vote of 79 to 11. |

CORNICEMAEKEKS ARE STILL OUT. 


Their Employers Regret They Did Not 
Grant Their Demands. 

The strike of the cornicemakers is not yet 
settled and 600 men are idle. April 26 last 
the cornicemakers notified their employers 
that beginning May 1 they wanted an eight- 
hour day. No attention was paid to the 
request. June 27 another formal request was 
made, also a demand for 40 cents an hour, an 
advance of 36 per cent. 

Yesterday the men drew up the following 
agreement for the bossee to sign: 

We the undersigned, manufacturers of metal 
cornices in the City of Chicago and vicinity 
thereof, do hereby agree with sucu journeymen 
cornicemakers as are now or shal! be in our em- 
ploy during one year from this date as follows: 

1. That we will employ no men in our estab- 
lishments except those holdimg clear union cards 
from the Journeymen Cornicemakers’ Union of 
Chicago. 

2. That eight hours shall constitute a day's 
work for all cornicemakers in our employ. 

8. That the minimum rate of wages for cornice- 
makers in our employ shall be 40 cents per hour. 

4. We agree to pay time and a half for over 
time and double time for Sunday work. 

5. That this agreement shall be in force in each 
and ail our shops for one year from this date. 

We intend to stay out forever unless we 
get what we ask,“ said President J. N. Bal- 
jou of the cornicemakers union. All the 
other building traces are working eight 
hours, and im other cities cornicemakers 
have an eight-hour day. We believe that we 
are not asking too much, for a common hod- 
carrier gets more for eight hours’ work than 
the most expert cornicemaker does for ten. 

J. C. McFarland, the Lake street cornice 
manufacturer, whose factory is closed down 
with $35,000 worth of work waiting to be 
done, said: I am sorry that we did not act 

romptly in granting the eight-hour day 

ay 1. It was simply neglect oa our part. 
This demand for an eight-bour day and 40 
cents an hour means an advance in wages of 
36 per cent. Now, if I grant the demand, I 
will lose money on every one of my con- 
tracts. It places the employers in a queer 
position. e would like to use the men well 
and give them what they ask, but it will be 
a ruinous agreement.“ 

Tue cornice manufacturers will hold a 
meeting today or tomorrow, and, when they 
have decided on some plan of action, will 
meet the Grievance Committee of the strik- 
ers. 


COUNTY REFURKMS RECOMMENDED. 


The Public Service Committee Adopts Ber- 
eral of Mr. Senne’s Suggestions. 

The Public Service Committee met yester- 
day afternoon to discuss the resolutions of- 
fered several weeks ago by Commussioner 
Senne touching on certain reforms in the 
government of the county. The first clause 
which required that the State’s-Attor- 
ney report semi-annually to the 
County Board, the same as all county officers, 
and that ail receipts of the office be paid into 
the County Treasury was passed with little 
opposition, although Commissioner Maloney 
promised to make a fight when the matter 
came before the board at Monday’s meeting. 
„Senne,“ said he, has been in the board 
for fourteen years, and if the State’s-Attor- 
ney has’ been receiving money which he 
should not have had he might have known it 
before this. Weare going to electa Demo- 
cratic-State’s Attorney at the next election, 
and if there is any fat in the office he’ll get 
it.“ 

Mr. Greene said he thought the County 
Treasurer needed looking artet as much as 
the State’s-Attorney and before the commit- 
tee adjourned the following, presented by 
Commissioner Lieb, was adopted:

THINK THE DECISION ALL RIGHT. 


Chicago Photographers Say They Never Do 
Any Uther Way, Anyhow. 
“The St. Paul decision is in accordance 


‘with what the practice of Chicago photogra- 


phers has always been, I think,” said J. K. 
Stevens. The negative I consider the prop- 
erty of the photographer, but he nas no right 
to print from it except on the order of the 
sitter. That ia a trust which every reputable 
photographer will respect. In regard to pho- 
tographs of ladies the greatest care is taken 
that no copies are made for any one not au- 
thorized to receive them. This decision is 
certainly quite right and no photographer 
should object to it. 

“The line is sharply drawn between pub- 
lic and private people,” said Charles D. 
Mosher. I take a great many pictures of 
public men, and I sell copies of them. That 
is the understanding when the pictures are 
made. Public men often come bere at my in- 
vitation and are photographed free of charge. 
They must understand, of course, that I ex- 
pect to make something by it and that I ex- 
pect to sell copies of the pictures. But the 
photograph of a private person is never sold 
and a print is never made on the order of a 
third party without a written order from the’ 
person photographed. Even then pictures 
sometimes get into the wrong hands. A 
young lady once brought me an order for her 
pastor’s picture. and it came to light later 
that she had torged the man's name to the 
order. I have had a number of cases of 
forged orders, but I should not consider the 
photographer liable in sucn a case, if ordi- 
nary caution were used.“ 

“According to our custom,” said Thomas 
Harrison, tne negative is the property of the 
person photographed. If he wants to take it 
uway with him he is at liberty to do so. Cer- 
tainly no reputable photographer would sell 
copies of a picture without authority from 
the sitter. The photographer is paid for 
doing a certain amountof work and he has no 
right to take advantage of his position if the 
negative is left in his charge and sell private 
pictures without the knowledge of tne sub- 
ject. 5 No reputable photographer would ao 


BAKER TEMPUK RILT DEFEATED. 


Judge Morton Confirms the Master's Re- 
port in the Stock-Yards Caxe. 
Judge Horton yesterday confirmed the re- 
port of Master in Chancery Boyesen in the 
suit of Frank R Baker to restrain the alleged 
proposed issue of bonds by the Union Stock- 
Yards and Transit company.

No evidence whatever 
had been admitted showing any intention to 
issue bonds or mortgage the plant, and the 
motion for an injuncuon must be denied.

The boodle investigation came to a standstill 
yesterday.

Commissioner Helly Sued for Divorce. 

A separate maintenance suit was begun in the 
Superior Court by Mrs. Mary C. Kelly against 
County Commissioner James T. Kelly. It is 
charged that since the defendant has been a 
member of the County Board he has ill-treated 
his wife and has been almost constantly intox- 
icated. It is charged that he has been in the 
habit of frequenting a disreputable house on 
South Dearborn street, so that, ulthough he has 
a large income derived from his business of lay- 
ing sidewalks and has besides his salary as 
County Commissioner, and other revenues, he 
has only given $25 in the last year for the sup- 
port of his wife and five children. The couple 
were married in Chicago Dec. 21, 1879. and lived 
together until June 29, when Mrs. Kelly heurd 
of her husband’s alleged infidelity and left him. 
She asks for an allowance for temporary support 
and solicitor’s fees, and a bearing for a decree 
giving ber the custody of her children and a

Commissioner Kelly said last evening that the 
suit was the result of the blackmailing opera- 
tions of a firm of private detectives. elieving 
the tale they carried to her, his wife had rushed 
into court on the impulse of the moment.

CONTROLLER ONAHAN has soid $200,000 of the 
84¢ per cent bonds, new issue, at par. These 
bonds are of the denominawon of $100, $500, 
and $1,000. The omer $800,000 ought to be 
taken up promptly. The fact that twey are 
ready for sale has not been advertised suffi- 
ciently vet. This popular loan ought to be 
a success. 


Tue Secretary of State of Louisiana has 
issued an official report showing the popula, 
tion of the parishes as returned by the Staté 
census for 1800. The parishes are set down 
at 879,617, and New Orleans at 236,300, a 
grand total of 1,115,917,as compared with 
939,946, the population of the State by tne 
National census of 1880. New Orieans has 
gained 20,210, or about 9 per cent, if tne fig- 
ures of the State census are correct, while 
the whole State has gained 21.5 per cent. 
The estimate of New Orleans by the Federal 
enumeration is 246,000, a difference of 10,000 
as compared with that made by the State. 
As the State census is to be the basis of legis- 
lative apportionment the papers of New 
Orleans are making a vigorous kick against it. 


THE aggregate capital stock of the different 
codperative societies in England is reported 
to be about $2,355,000,000. This is not far 
from $60 per head of the populawon, or $300 
for the average family of five persons. Ac- 
cording to these figures it may be supposed 
that much the largest number of the people 
im the British Islands supply at least a por- 
tion of their wants from the codperative 
store, which means that it is Gore at the 
minimum of cost to themselves after reckon- 
ing in the annual profits of the store that 
‘are divided among the members. Such a 
general patronage of the associative plan 
must make it hard for the independent shop- 
keeper to do a paying business, as the in- 
tense competition forces him to accept the 
smailest possible margin over the net cost of 
his goods. 


West Side Street railway stock is again 
the center of most of the attention at the 
Chicago Stock Exchange. The price ad 
vanced 2 points yesterday and the trading 
was active. The New York market was 
given up entirely to room traders. It was 
dull and uninteresting, but the tone of the 
market continues strong. New York ex- 
change was par to 2% cents premium. Tho 
locai money market continues firm.—The 

Chicago produce markets were steadier, ex- 
cept wheat, which was strong early and then 
broke baaly on heavy selling, mostly by local 
bears. Pork was firmer, but other hog prod- 
uct was weak because of large stocks. As 
compared with Tuesday pork for this month 
closed 10 cents higher, lard 2% cents lower, 
Tibs 755 cents lower, wheat & cent lower, 
corn and oats 4 cent lower, rye firm, bar- 
iey dull, and flaxseeds 1 cent lower. 


Henry Casor Lopes of Massachusetts, 
one of the most conspicuous of the younger 
alumniof Harvard College, has been deteated 
for reblection as an Overseer of that institu- 
tion by a combination of the mugwumps 
who are running it and who now pose as 
Democrats.

THE crop prophets having grown tired of 
predicting te effect of too much or too littie 
rain in the grain fields of tne United States 
have now turned their attention to Europe. 
That Continent offers a beiter field for tne 
exertion, as it has adiversified climate and 
independent informauon is scarce, the cost 
of cuble messages being great as compared 
with tne inland telegram. The British 
Islands offer a peculiarly tempting area on 
which to prophesy, as owing to their situa- 
tion with respect to the Gulf Stream it is 
raining almost always somewhere in En- 
gland. Ireland, or Scotland, and generally at 
more than one point in each of these divis- 
jons of the country. This factis known so 
widely that it is a wonder people attach any 
importance to the cable messages which tell 
‘ope minute of fine weatner in England, 
and wess than an hour afterwards that the 
skies are clearing, or vice versa. The news 
is not worth the trouble of writing, let alone 
the cost of flashing it along the bed of the 
broad Atlanuc. Some recent messages, how- 
ever, t that it has rained almost steadily 
lor several weeks in the grain fieids of the 
United Kingdom, and this is important if 
true. Too much rain is the one great fear of 
the busbanaman in that part of the giobe. 
The clouds drop ueir fatness more than is 
desired, and have a knack of doing so at just 
the umes when the pluvial visitation is 
wanted ieast. In fact, it may be said that

Tun Eiffel tower appears to have passed 
the zenith of its greatness, though just as 
tallasever. It was the most paying feature 
of the great Exposition, returning to its 
stockholders ia clear cash the whole of their 
investment and leaving a handsome surplus 
after meeting all expenses. It was hoped 
the great tower would prove a permanent at- 
traction, atleast for the twenty years that 
„had to elavse before the structure will be- 
come the property of the State. The shares 
sold at 700 francs each when it was reopened 
for ascensions, but they have declined since 
to 400, for tne reason that the receipts do not 
meet expectations. Few people now make 
the ascent. The history of the Eiffel seems 
to be a parallel to that of the panorama boom 
which struck Chicago a few years ago. The 
number of things that can be depended upon 
as permanently paying attractions is exceed- 
ingly few, and it is difficult to name them be- 
forehand. Perhaps the experience of the 
French builaers, who dia weir best to rival 
the Tower of Babel, will console in their dis- 
appointment the many in this part of the 
world whoa few months ago thought the 
Worid’s Columbian Exhibition would not be 
complete without another column towering 
to the skies.“ 
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THE WORLD’S FAIR SITE ADOPTED. 

Yesterday, after several hours of discus- 
sion of the question from all points of view, 
the National Commission, by a vote of 78 to 
12, resolved to accept the site tendered by the 
Chicago Board of Directors, beng Jackson 
Park and as much of the Lake-Front as can 
be made available, ample facilities for com- 
muuication by laud and water between the 
two to be provided. 

The twelve Commissioners who were in 
the negative had been caught apparenuUy by 
some of the arguments of the friends of ine 
site near Garficid Park, chiefly to the 
effect that legal difficulties would be inter- 
posed, and would keep the Board 
of Directors from getting: possession 
ot Jackson Park. Those who voted in the 
affirmative may rest assured that there will 
de no unsurmountabie obstacles encountered 
in that direction. After a few days of fuss- 
ing and talking it will be found that mere is 
no Chicagoan who will set himself up against 
the unanimous decision of the Board of 
Directors and the nearly unanimous action 
of the Federal Commission who have selected 
the site. If one is bold enough todo it he 
will meet the fate of wat little bull which in 
the early days of railroading attempted to 
butt a locomotive off. tne track going down 
grade at a lively rate of speed. Some biood- 
stains, hair, and bits of hide were all that 
could be seen of the foolish animal after the 
train had sped past the point of combat. 

Any Chicagoan who sets himself up with 
his “easements,” his ** Jacksonviile decision,“ 
his injunctions, and his mandamuses against 
the united will of the people of this. city, 
backed by the people of the. United States, 
will find tnat there are times when it is un- 
wise and useless to butt against the de- 
termined will-power of an overwhelming 
majority. The directors represent nearly 
six millions of private capital already in- 
vested and four more which will be stb- 
scribed. In the selection of a site they nat- 
urally are governed somewnat by a wish to 
have the Fair held where it will attract the 
greatest number of people in order to get 
that money back. It is safe to assume that 
as keen business-men they will choose that 
site on the rece.pts will be the largest 
and the Fair the most successful. Unques- 
tionably many of the members of the Na- 
uonal Commission took this view of it and 
concluded that the directors and stockhoid- 
ers, who were going to stake ten 
millions of private and five of mu- 
nicipal capital, knew what they 
were about better than strangers who had 
been here but a week. They also feit mat if 
they rejected the proffered site the selection 
would fall practically on themselves, and 
that if the Fair failed they would have to 
shoulder much of the blame, whereas by ac- 
cepting the offer of the Chicago directors 
the responsibility would be divided, with the 
heft of it on the local board. 

The commission having thus finished its 
preliminary labors adjourns today tiil Oc 
tober, when it will reassemble to act on 
plans that will be presented then. In the 
meantime tne Illinois General Assembly will 
meet—the 23d of this month—and legisiation 
will be secured to enable the city and the 
South Park Commissioners to aid the Fair 
as proposed, and also to give, authority for 
the use of Jackson Park and the Lake-Front. 
Everything will move on from that time for- 
ward like clockwork. 


THE MOUNTAIN AND MINERAL STATES. 

The passage of the bills by tne Senate ad- 
mitting Wyoming and Idahoto the Union 
completes we list of ten communities which 
may be termed the mountaid and mineral or 
irrigauon States—viz.: California, Nevada, 
Oregon, Washington, Montana, Colorado, 
ldaho, Wyoming, North and South Ddkota. 
There are yet to foliow these, Arizona, New 
Mexico, and Utah, when no obstacles remain 
to their proper fulfilment of the duties of 
Statehood. The most direct and speedy 
method for the removal of these obstacles 
would be to unite Utah with Nevada, and 
thus reinforce the Gentile population; and to 
reunite Arizona with New Mexico to over- 
come ube dangers arising from the large un- 
American Spanish-Indian element of tbe 
latter. Arizona was embraced originally in 
New Mexico and should not have been sep- 
arated from it. ’ 

Such adisposinon ofthe three remaining 
Territories would make eleven of the irriga- 
tion States. As it is, there are now ten of 
them, as above mentioned, which will have 
twenty votes in the Senate. Should Utah 
come in by itself and Arizona and New Mex- 
100 be united there would bs twenty-four of 
those Senators. For the future, however, it 
is settled that the Senators from the irriga- 
mon States” will hold the balance 
of power in that body. Their votes 
always will be cast solidly for all 
measures that .make for the mineral 
development of the Far West, such as appro- 
priations for great reservoirs to store water 
for irrigating arid lands and to develop cneir 
vegetable, grain, fruit, and grag¢s-raising ca- 
pacity. They aiso will constitute a balance 
of power in the Senate. They will have a 
most important influence on all kinds of leg- 
islauon. They will not exercise, for a long 
time to come, at least, any preponderating in- 
fluence in tne House, but in the Senate they 
will command twenty votes, and it is not im- 
possible they may have six more. Thus they 
will hold one-cuarter of the seats in that leg- 
islative body. 

The space which these irrigation States oc- 
cupy is in itself a mighty empire. It in- 
cludes about one-third of tne area of the 
whole Nation. It is now the great bullion- 
producing and grazing region, but 
when irrigation has been carried out 
on the scale contemplated its agricultural 
productions will be far beyond any present 
idea of the ultimate resources of that region. 
With the admission of these new States a 
geographical change takes piace. The loca- 
tion of the “Great West“ hasshifted. Onio, 
Unnois, Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin, lowa, 
Minnesota, and Missouri are no longer the

This can be done without interfgring with 
the interests .of the citizens of the United 
States. Coffee is not growa here. Sugar 
thus far is made here with difficulty and in 
very limited quantities. The free importa- 
tion of hides has been a benefit instead of a 
damage to the American farmer. The free 
admission of South American wools would 
also benefit him. Tnose wools are used for 
mixing with those grown here, and the 
cheaper they can be had the larger the 
quantity ot American wool consumed and 
the better the price 1t would bring. In spite 
of the progress ot the McKinley bill through 
one House tvool has not advanced a farthing, 
showing that the manufacturers have no 
faith in jt. ) 

But while Mr. Blaine would admit free 
these L@tid-American raw materials which 
this coufitry cannot or does not produce Gov. 
Hl would varow American markets open 
to those|raw materials without insisting wat 
export duties should not be imposed on them, 
or that American farm produets suould be 
admitted into tne Latin-American States free. 
He would also, heedless of consequences, 
throw open every port to the manufactures 
of England, France, and Germany, and let 
the American workmen and maaoufactur- 
ers do 1 best they could to protect them 
selves the best they knew how.

REPUBLICANS OF THA TENTH DISTRICT, 
The Republican Congressional convention 
for the ‘Tenth District, which met at Peoria 
Tuesday, renominated Gen. Post and adopted 
a resolution concerning the tariff which they 
evidently éxpect him to accept and to make 
the approaching gut on.

Reso.ved, That the Republicans of the Tenth 
District favor a revision of the tariff and a re- 
duction of duties where the same can be made 
without ye gr to the American farmer, 
Workingmauh,\a@yc manufacturer; and are also 
firmiy convinced of the wisdom of the Repub- 
lican party in insisting, in its National platform, 
On the reledse from import duties of those arti- 
cies of foreign production (except luxuries) the 
like of Whigh cannot be prouuced at nome. We 
believe |that sugar. production in the United 
States, the growth of which has not been stimu- 
lated by prétection, owing to the climate and 
other reasons, should be placed on the iree list 
with such Gounty to home producers as will pro- 
tect the hbme raiser and uid the possible devel- 
opment ot the industry in ether than the hitherto 
tried directions. But, at the same time, we ask 
that properefforts be made to secure currespond- 
ing concespions for American products from 
countries producing the sume, as set forth in the 
Hale bill new before Congress, 


These are the sentiments of the Republic- 
ans of Pegria, une second largest city in the 
State, and of the Republicans from the 
large farming counties of Fulton and Knox, 
and the pmaller one of Stark, There is 
nothing ulcertain about them. They do not 
say a word in favor of an increase of dutigs 
on the nécessaries of lite—ciothing of all 
kinds, iro® and steel, cutlery, implements of 
all kinds, tinware of all kinds, and china ano 
glassware of ali kinds. They do not men- 
uon aninérease at all. They speak only of 
revising and reducing, not of revising and 
incceasing.' Will Gen. Post notice what his 
constituents expect of him, and govern him- 
self according ly? 

It appears that the Republicans of the 
Tenth District are in favor of cheap sugar, 
but they have sense enough to see that 
a seeming cheapness can be bought at too 
dear a price. These farmers and country 
merchd4nt$ and manufacturers out here on 
the Western prairies perceive that it would 
be a gqod thing for them if the taking off 
the sugar duties were conditioned on the 
opening to them by me countries whence the 
raw sugars come of markets now aimost en 
tirely closed to them. Those owlish states- 
men at Washington, whose blinking eyes 
cannot se an inch in front of their noses in 
daylight, are unable to observe what is so 
plain to these Liinoisans—that it is bad 
policy to give away 60 millions of revenue for 
nothing, to help Cuba and Brazil at we ex- 
pense of the United States. 

The Republicans of the Tenth District un- 
derstand wnat their chief need is to tinda 
market for their surpluses. The policy which 
widens their markets—tho policy of Biaine— 
is what they approve of. The policy of Mo- 
Kley, which tends to close those they have 
and pile up duties on them, they do not sanc- 
uon, aud they do not wish their Congress- 
man to do it in their name, 

Gen. Post has now received his instructions. 
He may have been in doubta month ago as 
to what his constituents thought on these 
subjects of increasing taxes on the necessa- 
ries and throwing away revenue without get- 
ting aay Concessions! He knows now. He 
has learned the line he will haveto pursue 
this fall if he wishes to get the votes of the 
men who have just nominated him. He should 
show his sailing directions to other Kepublic- 
an members from the State whose constitu- 
ents will be asking the same things of them, 
and see if they cannot agree on some com- 
mon course of action which shall please the 
men oh whose votes they must aeperfa to 
elect them in November. 

Much Bas been said truthfully about the 
injustice, the commercial folly, the economic 
stupidity of the McKinley bill. The time is 
approsching when it should be looked at 
from guother point of view, that of practical 
politics, Legisiation which repels and drives 
off vqters is bad party legislation. That 
which keeps the voters a: party already 
bas, and gains new ones, is wise 
party legislawon. The passage of a 
law regarding the tariff which flies 
in the face of the doctrines laid down 
by the Republicans of the Tenth District 
will not Oe likely to fill them with enthusi- 
asm for their party or their Congressman. 
But if the reasonable views they have ex- 
pressed gre considered favorably at Wash- 
ington they will work m November for their 
party its nominees with their old-wme 
vigor.

THE LOTTERY GAMBLERS’ VICTORY. 

The Lottery Gambling bill has passed the 
Louisiana Senate, and the House has con- 
curred in the amendme by which the 
bribe is increased to $1,250,000 per annum in- 
stead of $1,000,000, the extra quarter of a miil- 
ion to go into the generai fund of the State. 

The bill ‘next will go to the Secretary of 
State of Louisiana for promuigation, and 
meanwhile the Governor, backed by the opin- 
jon of the Attorney-General, declares that he 
will veto it, whereupon the lottery men 
threaten that they will impeach we Gov- 
troor with the same vote by which they have 
passed the measure. It is doubt ful, however, 
whether this is more than a menace, for 
even if he have the right to veto a proposi- 
tion for submitting a constitutional amend- 
ment to the people they still have the 
votes to pass it over we veto. In any 
event should they proceed to the impeach- 
ment of Gov. Nicholls they will raise a storm 
of indignation throughout the country that 
will revoluuonize that State. It is more 
likeiy mat the bill Will go before the people 
of tne State for their approval, and there is 
litle doubt that the amendments will be ac- 
cepted by a majority of tne people, as New 


Orleans, where the lettery sharks are su- 


preme in power, will cast an overwhelming 
vote for it and will be reinforced heavily by 
the levee parishes and we rural districts.

This indicates clearly enough that. the 
amendment will be cartied by the majority 
party in tne State. It ib matter of no con- 
sequence whatever how the gegroes stand 
with reference to it. If they were opposed 
they would not be allowed to vote. It is use- 
less then to look any longer to Louisiana. 
Boodle and corruption will do their work, 
wherever itis necessary, between now and 
1892. The appeal must be made now to Con- 
gress. The bilis Which have reposed so long 
in committee must be called for. It the jot 
tery lobby in Washington is strong enough 
to prevent Mesars. Bingham, Ketcham, Hop- 
kins of Lilinois, Canuler, Caldwell, Beck with, 
Hayes, and the nine other members of the 
Postal Committee from doing their duty, 
wen tne peopie must rely upon their own 
Legisiatures so to strengthen State laws as 
to drive the gamblers’ agents out, and mean- 
while public opinion must be awakened so as 
to make an issue in the next elecuon and 
send men to tae next Congress who have the 
courage todo theirduty. Public sentiment 
saved North Dakota from tne lottery sharks. 
It can and will save yet the poor and work- 
ing classes of the North from them. 
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GOV. HILL’8 RECKLESS FALSEHOODS. 

Gov. Hill of New York went to Indianapolis 
for the pretended purpose of attending the 
unveiling of ine statue of Hendricks. His 
real object was to make a bid for the vote of 
Indiana in the next Democratic convention 
and see if he could not steal it from Cleve- 
land. He went vrepafed to outdo his fat 
competitor in denuuciawon of Republican 
measures and thus to prove to the Indiapians 
that he was the best Democrat of the two, 
for he could teil the most and the bigges 
falsehoods about the Republicans. 

Among other wild things which he said in 
his speech Tuesday was this: 


The proofs are multiplying daily that a con- 
spiracy exists to reduce the enumeration in Dem- 
ocratic States, particularly in the South, and to 
increase it in the Republican States. Od the te- 
sult of the pending enumeration depends the 
next apportionment, and on that depends per- 
haps the control of the Government for many 
yeurs to come. The party wien carried out the 
gigantic fraud of 1876 and which in this year of 
our Lord 1890 has stolen the representation of a 
State in the United States Senate, and by un- 
precedented abuse of à constitutional privilege 
bas increased the Republican majority in the 
House of Representatives from eight members 
to twenty or thereabouts, will not hesitate to 
manipulate the census for partisan advantage, 


The falsity of these words is so apparent 
that if they came from an ordinary speaker 
it would not be worth while to answer them. 
But they were uttered by the Governor 
of the greatest State in the Union, and 
by a prominent candidate for the Presidency. 
For these reasons they should be replied to. 

In the first place as yet not one complaint 
ofadefective enumeration has come from 
the South. Scores of Northern cities, big 
and little, have said they were under counted. 
Not one Southern one has joined in the cry. 
This may be because the growth in many of 
them has been phenomenally large, much 
greater than they expected. Places like 
Chattanooga and Birmingham report aston- 
ishing gains. It is safe to say that 
in the country districts every man, wom@a, 
and child, white or black, has been envmer- 
ated. The white Democrats, who know the 
political im portance of a full count, will see to 
it that none are omitted. Their people are not 
massed in cities, move around little, and can 
be counted up with quickness and accuracy 
by any one. The Southern Democrats are 
not slow to speak when ‘they are hurt, and if 
the enumerator skips half a dozeu persons in 
a county be sure there will be an outcry about 
it. The silence in the South proves there 
is nothing there that fault can be found with 
by a very fauit-finding set of people. 

The compiaints which have been heard in 
the North come from cities, irrespective of 
politics. Republican towns in Nebraska, 
Minnesota, and Kansas are making as much 
fuss as Democratic ones ia Missouri or Ohio. 


These places do not object to the alleged’ 


shortcomings of the eunumerators because of 
any possibie political effect, but because of 
the assumed injury to the business prospects 
of a place if it turns out that its citizens have 
been bragging too much about its growth. 


There were many complaints in Chicago, but 


the chief reason why those who were left 
out wanted to de counted was to make sure 
that Chicago beat Philadelphia if she had the 
population tu do it with. 

Along with these complaints come reports 
of remarkable guins. The smaller towns in 
the Democratic State of Indiana have been 
credited with wonderful progress. The same 
thing is true of the smaller towns in the 
State of Ohio, which happened to go Demo- 
cratic last year. There have been no gains 


| reported from Republican States exceeding 


those in Democratic o nes, and nowhere, ex- 
cept in the case of Minneapolis, has there 
been a complaint of false enumerating. How 
much truth there is in that charge is not yet 
known.

The “gigantic fraud” of 
1876 began with an attempt by tte Democrats 
to steal the States of Louisiana, Plorida, ana 
South Carolina, in whion they failed, and to 
steal the States of Mississippi and Alabama, 
in which mey succeeded, and it ended with 
a decision against the Democrats given by a 
tribunal to which the question at issue was 
referred for arbitration in accordance with

As lor the Montana Senators, the title of 
the Republican contestants was better than 
that of. the Democrats, and infinitely better 
than the title which the Senators from the 
Republican States of South Carolina, Missis- 
sippi, Florida, and Louisiana can show to 
the ir seats.

Brussets, July 2,—All of the Powers rep-

One of these 
three leaders, upon being questioned with 
regard to tne truth of this report, said that 
the statement was inaccurate, but that the 
Government was in a bad way, and that a 
change might be expected before long.

Vienna, July 2 — The Cracow police have 
forbidden the celebration of tne reinterment 
of the remains of whe poet Mickiewicz.

New Yoru, July 2.—| Special. |—Among the 
presentmests returned by the grand jury to- 
day was tine followeng relative to the recent 
eruptions, Which were mainly caused by the 
New York'steam-heating companies’ pipes: 

From the evidence presented the grand jury 
finds that che contiguity of steum, water, and 
gas pipes, of bewers and electric subways in and 
under the roadbed of our principal streets is an 
evil which demands immediate relief. The up- 
tearing of pavements caused bythe laying of 
these pipes and their frequent repairs is an ob- 
struction to travel and a needless 
expense to the city. The overheating of the soil 
and of adjatent water pipes is destructive to 
pavements of asphalt and makes Croton water 
unfit to nk. The saturation of the soil with 

isonous gases and dirty fluids is dumaging to 

ealth. The explosions of gas and its liability to 
explosions y steam are a constant menace to 
life and lib. As a remedy we suggest that 
steam and gas companies be held toa strict ac: 
countability for all damages occasioned by their 
neglect, anf that penalties be rigidly enforced 
against companies that delay repairs and ob- 
struct trav

NARROWLY ESCAPED A WRECK. 


An Excursion Steamer at Milwaukee Col- 
lidec with a Propeller. | 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 2.—[Speciai.]—The 
excursion steamer Cyclone, with about 150 
men and women aboard, narrowly escaped 
what might have been a most disastrous col- 
lision while coming into the barbor at 11 
o'clock tonight.

Provisions of the Bill. 

The vital pointof the Election bill is to 
give National supervision of electaons to any 
Congressiovual district in which it is asked, 
for by aspecified number of voters not re- 
quired to exceed one hundred in any case. 

By Sec. 1, Chief Supervisors of Election are 
charged with the supervision of elections at 
which Representatives or delegates in Con- 
gress are voted for, with the enforcement of 
the National election laws and with the pre- 
vention of frauds and irregularities in natu- 
ralization, These supervisors have the over- 
sight of registration as well as of 
voting and their duties are defined 
with great precision. Marshals and Deputy 
Marshals are aiso provided. wherever their 
services are needed. An important sectior 
provides for the counting of ballots for Rep- 
resentative or Delegate deposited by mistake 
in any ballot-box other than the one desig- 
nated for the reception of ballots for Repre- 
sentative or Delegate, and makes it a 
misdemeanor, punishable by fine and 
imprisonment, for any officer of  elec- 
tion or other person to change 
the position of the ‘Congressional dbox,“ 
with intent to deceive or defraud the voter. 
This is intended especially to meet the South 
Carolina election laws, which were designed 
to defraud the ignorant colored voter under 
cover of the law. Supervisors are to inspect 
all ballots as they are being cast and count- 
ed by the local election officers, keep a cor- 
rect tally thereof and for whom cast, and 
upon the completion of the count and can- 
vass to make and sign a return, setting 
forth at length the number of votes cast for 


each person voted for at such election for, 


Representative or Delegate in Congress.” 

Supervisors are to inspect the returns of 
the local election officers ior Representative 
or Delegate, and shail note on the return by 
them made whether the local returns differ 
from the supervisors’ returns and a state- 
ment of the difference if any. The super- 
visors’ returns are to bein duplicate, and aft- 
er being securely sealed shall be deposited in 
the mail by one of the supervisors, one en- 
velope being addressed to the Chief 
Supervisor and the other to the Cierk 
of the United States Circuit Court. 
The tally-sheet, poll list, and list of rejected 
voters shall be in like manner sealed and 
sent to the Chief Supervisor. Provision is 
made for the appointment by the United 
States Circuit Judge of acanvassing board 
whicb shall open, canvass, and tabulate the 
returns made by the supervisors, and if apy 
such return shall appear to be informal, un- 
certain, or otherwise defective it shall be the 
duty of the Chief Supervisor to bring before 
the canvassing board all supervisors 
making imperfect returns with a view to 
having the same perfected and corrected. 
After the Canvassing Board has completed 
its work, which mast be done within thirty 
days after the election, certificates in dupli- 
cate of tne result shall be made, one copy of 
which shall be sent by registered mail to the 
Clerk of the Howse of Representatives, and 
the other shall be sent by express to the 
same officer. The existing law in regard to 
juries in United States courts is so amended 
as to provide a method of securing non-parti- 
san juries. 

A very important provision is that which 
declares that if the certificate received by 
the Clerk of the House of Representatives 
from the State authorities shall show the 
election of a different person from the one 
named in the certificate received by bim 
from the United States Canvassing Board, 
he shall place the name of the latter on the 
roll of Renresentatives elected as being the 
person vested with the prima facie right to a 
seat in the . of Representatives till 
such time as body after investigation 
shall otherwise decide. This was bitterly 
opposed by the Democrats as an invasion of 
State rights, because ia disputed cases it 
made the Federal Supervisors superior to the 
Governors of States who issue certificates to 
the rr The truth is, it 
takes from the Cierk of an outgoing House 
of Representatives the power of making up 
the prima facie list of members of the new 
Congress. The machinery is fully provided 
for the enforcement of the law, and the 
claim of the Democrats has been that this 
machinery meant arbitraryrule at the polis. 
A Step toward National ballot reform is the 
section empowering any State, if it sees fit, 
to provide by law that ballots shall be sup- 
plied “at the public expense containing 
the names of such caudidates as may bave 
been nominated by qualified voters in the 
district, and providing suitable regulauons 
for ascertaining such pomination and for 
screening from observation the vote of enen 
voter and keeping tne same secret.

WHEREAS, The Assessor of the Town of South 
Chicago has assessed for the purpose of taxation 
the vaiue of much of the real estate for the 
Town of South Chicago north of Twelfth 
street for the year 1890 from 50 to 3800 per cent 
above the value at which the same property was 
assessed for the year 1889; and 

WHEREAS, The assessed valuation of real 
estate other than that in said district for the year 

1890 is practically unchanged as compared with 
that of last year; therefore be it 

Resoived, That while this board at all times 
heartily favors the just equalization of valuation 
for the purposes of taxation, yet the said in- 
creased assessment, as made by the South Town 
Assessor for the year 1890 in that portion of the 
South Town mentioned, is entirely uncalled for 
and a gross injustice to and outrage on the own- 
ers of real estate in said district, and that this 
board heartily pledges itself to use all proper ef- 
forts to defeat the great wrong. or what is prac- 
tically theattempt of the Assessor to confiscate 
the uth Side business property by unfair and 
largely increased taxation, 

Mr. Birkhoff said the West and North 
Sides had not been changed, but an unfair 
valuation had been placed on South Side 
business property. r. Kerfoot said Mr. 
Richards had undoubtedly acted in good 
faith, but he should not have made it neces- 
sary to pus up a twelve-story building on a 
twenty-hve-foot lot in order to receive any 
profit from the lot. Joseph Dunnersberger 
moved areference of the resolution to tne 
Valuation Committee, The country members 
of the State Board of Equalization had al- 
ways combined against Chicago. Ald. Vier-

COMMUNICATION WITH SOUTH AMERICA. 


Congress Urged by the President te Sub- 
asidize Steam hip Lines. 
Wasuineron, D. C., July 2.—President Har- 


rison taday sent to Congress & message trans- 
mitting a letter from Secretary Blaine upon 
the reports adopted by the Pan-American 
conference respecting postal and cable com- 
munication between the United States and 
the ports of Central and South America.

The representatives of countries bordering on 
the Pacific also commend coòperation of the 
various countries for the establishment of one 
or more subsidized steamship lines of the first 
class between San Francisco and Valparaiso and 
intermediate points, each country to pay a share 
proportionate to its population.

DULUTH, Minn., July 2:.—[Special. ]—Capt. Mo- 
Dougall said today: 
Barge company has decided to confine itself to 
the building of two classes of barges.

NEW MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF ED- 
UCATION QUALIFIED, | 

Resolutions of Thanks to Departisg Mem- 
bers—A Scheme to Make the Manual- 
Training School Independent—Report 
of Presideat Beale--His Views on Con 
pulsory Education—Candidates for West 
Point to Be Examined by a Committee— 
Other Business. 


The old City Board of Education has ceased aGorts 


to exist, for the new members—D. R. Cam- 
eron, D. L. Morrill, and Miss Mary C. Burt— 
formally qualified yesterday before City 
Clerk Amberg and were last night conduct- 
ed to their seats with the excepuon of Mr. 
Morrill. F. C. Jerka, who was appoipt- 
ed to succeed Frank Wenter, resigned, 
bas not qualified and did not put in an ap- 
pearance. Mr. Wenter, although he occupied 
his seat, refused to vote or take any part in 
the proceedings of the Board for the pur- 
pose of preventing any legal complications 
that might arise. 

All the members of the old board except 
Mr. Peck were in their seats. President 
Beale asked permission of the Board to sus- 
pend the regular order of business 
and said that Congressman Adams 
had the appointing of a cadet for West Point, 
which was open to anybody in the Fourth 
Congressional! District, and requested the ap- 
pointment of a committee of three to have 
charge of the examination, which will be 
heid next fall in one of the city schools. Mr. 
Beale appointed the following principais 
as a committee: O. 8S. Westcott, North 
Division High School; A. S. Nightingale, 
Lake View, and W. L. Boltwood, Evanston. 
The following was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the Board of Education hereby 
tenders its thanks to the retiring Presideat, 
William G. Beale, Esq., tor the courteous, 
earnest, and faithful manner in which he has per- 
formed the duties of presiding officer during the 
last year; and in an especial manner to express 
its sense of the obligations which the Board and 
the city at large is under to him for the tireless 
zealand unremitting application which he has 
given to the many difficult questions which have 
arisen in connection with the annexatuon of so 
many school districts to the city during his term 
of office. 

Mr. Kozminski stepped from his seat to the 
chair where Miss Burt was sitting and com- 
mended hertothe members of the board as 
his successor. Mr. Forch introduced Mr. 
Cameron and conducted him w his seat. Mr. 
Fernald offered a resolution which was 
adopted commending them for the zeal and 
efficiency with which they had conducted 
their duties as members of the Board of Ea- 
ucation. 

To Make It Independent. 

Mrs. Mitchell offered the following: 

Resolved, That the Board of Education make 
the manual- training school next year an inde- 
pendent school, with a three years’ course, un- 
der a competent teacher of technology. the re- 
quirements for admission being a grammar 
school diploma or its equivalent examination, 
and the age of pupils entering not less than 13 
years. 

The resolution was referred without debate 
to the Committees on School Management and 
Manual Training. N

Mr. Fernald for the Committee on Census 
reported the following, which was adopted’ 

Your Committee on School Census has had 
called to its attention the substance to some 

statements made at the last session of the board 
by one of its members respecting inaccuracies 
in the ta of the school census in 
the district where he resides. Upon investiga- 
tion the statements were found to be correct, 
and your committee is now able to report that 

the inaccuracies have been corrected and that 
the utmost efforts will be made to have the 
school census fully verified and made as ‘correct 
as practicable. 

In this connection the committee deems it 
proper to say that the Superintendent of Census 
is deserving of censure for his expressions in the 
public press apparently contradicting @ member 
of the board. Aside from the impropriety 
manifestly involved in questioning the statements 
of a superior officer, it is obviously as improper 
for — 2 ot the board to express themselves 
through the public press about the work and 
policy of this board as it would be for the clerks 
in a private business to pursue the same course 
in respect to the business of their employers.

It has been an experiment thus far and has been 
found to contain many ambiguous provisions as 
well as some objectionable ones. The earnest 
made this year to enforce it shoald be 
nued and increased.

Referring to the friction, between the 
School Board and the Council Mr. Beale held 
that the annual appropriation by the Coun- 
eil is a sufficiently specific direction 
to the School Board to proceed with expend- 
itures without periodical, ra ner weekly, re- 
quests to the Council for “concurrence,” and 
advises the board to proceed, under the pres- 
ent appropriation, in the purchase of school 
sites and erection of school buildings, with- 
out applying to the City Council for any spe- 
cific concurrence at all. 

Of the school tax levy he says: 

It should be made forthe school year, from 
July 1 to July 30, inclusive. The change would 
make no difference at all to the municipal au- 
thorities who levy the tax, since it has no legiti- 
mate place in the appropriation bill—which re- 
lates to the corporate expenses of tne City of Chi- 
cago—and the ordinance levying the tax could 
be passed by the City Council toward the end of 
July or in the early days of August, in time for 


its certification to the County Clerk on or before 


the second Tuesday of August, as required by 
aw. 1 
Referring to J udge Clifford’s decision yes- 
terday in reference to school warrants Mr. 
Beale summarized it to mean: 

School warrants on the City Treasurer should 


‘be drawn by the Board of Education. properly 


signed on its bebalf as it should direct, and 
should be countersigned by the Mayorand the 
City Controller. It must naturally follow that 
2 2 of the warrants involves no 
discretion and uo responsibility, except for the 
genuineness of the instruments and of the signa- 
tures upon them. If the decision shall be acqui- 
esced in and carried into effect, the method of 
auditing accounts and paying bills by the board 
will rest upon a sound, basiness-like basis. Tne 
board may be so constituted at some time in the 
future as to make desirable the existence of 
some outside check uponit. Such a check is, 
in the provisions of the law, devolving upon the 
City Council, the authority to levy the annual 
school tax, and the right to require at any time 
such information as it may desire from the 
Board of Education. 

Mr. Beale acvovates an amendment of the 
school law by the insertion of a penton 
permitting the procuring of school sites by 
condemnation proceedings, either in the 
name of the board or in the name of the city. 

Mr. Beale concluded by saying: 

The harmony and the earnest work of the mem- 
bers of the board, its officers, teachers, and other 
employés, have been gratifying tu me, and no 
President could ever receive better treatment or 
more confidence than I bave been accorded I 
shull always retain pleasant recollections of my 
service in this body, and especially during the 
last year. : 


ALL TANGLED UP IN A SNARL. ’ 


Members of the Democratic State Central 
Committee Are at Odds. 

The Democratic State Central Committee 
is in a snarl which threatens to impair the 
uséfulness of the organization. It arises 
from the desire of- Billy Brinton, Chairman 
Phelps, and a few more to displace George 
M. Haynes, the Secretary, because, as they 
claim, Mr. Haynes is not quite up to snuff 
and nas been neglectful of the interests of 
the party. Mr. Haynes has been in poor 
health of late and for this, if for no other 
reason, the business of the office he holds 
has Deen neglected a little. 

The Phelps-Brinton combine, assisted by 
James McNamara as proxy for Committee- 
man Wright of the Sixth District, tried to 
depose Mr. Haynes when the committee met 
at Soringfield early last month. They failed 
in their purpose, but a cunningly devised 
scheme was gotten through the commit 
and as a resuit thereof Mr. Haynes finds 
himself the incumbent of an office without 
salary or duties. An Executive Committee 
was formed and it was intrusted with the 
management of the campaign. The subcom- 
mittee was empowered to employ a Secre- 
tary at a salary, it is said, of $2,000 a 
year. Now Chairman Pheips makes and 
sells plows, and so does Committee- 
man Brinton.

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* ABOUT a NEW EPOCH, 


Over Elections—The Govern- 
ment May Have to Ally Itself with Au- 
other Party—Marderers Looked Upon 
as Martyrs—Chill Does Not Fear an At- 
tack—‘*Oycione Bill’’ Says It Will Be a 
Long Time Before the Last Round-Up. 


Col. W. B. Hamilton of England was at the 
Palmer a few hours last evening. He has 
been in Japan during the last year, and had 
something to say regarding the elections 
soon to be held in the Mikado’s land. 

“There 1s considerable excitement over 
there, he related, and all are predicting 
the results. The laboring classes and ‘he 
poor are to be admitted to a share in the new 
Government, and it is feared that this de- 
parture may prove disastrous w the ad- 
vancement of Japan. Itis thought that the 
actions ot the new Diet will not result in 
measures suitable to the needs of the coun- 
try. In the strife are a number of enthusi- 
astic, uneducated, and incompetent men who 
are “attempting to secure places of honor. 
For some reasons the newspapers say littie 
or nothing about the elections, but well in- 
formed men state that the Liberals will get 
at least 125 seats out of 300. The Govern- 
ment party will have nearly 100 memoers. 
The remainder will probably be secured by 
the Progressionists. 

“If this is the result, as it probably will 
be, Japan’s progress is apt to be blocked, for 
the Government wil be obliged to seek 
alliance with some of the owner parties in 
order to get a majority. Then in order to 
please the political elements the country at 
large will have to suffer. The most harmful 
political boay in Japan is the Soshi or stu- 
dents, and its number is increasing. In this 
country the membors of the Soshi would be 
called S0cialists, or perhaps Anarchists. 
They have injured Japan greatly. 

“The students have banded together to 
bring about a change in their land aud they 
hope to establish » new epoch. They act as 
if they were praying tor a chance to die for 
their couatry. The assassins of Count 
Okuma were held up as martyrs in the eyes 
of the Soshi, and it has stimulated others 
with a desire to do something equally 
brave. 

“It the Soshi continue to augment their 
body I fear that Japan may have serious in- 
ternal strifes. As it is now high officials are 
obliged to go about with special guards, and 
foreigners are not safe in many of the streets. 
You read in the papers not long ago of the 
assault upon a missionary who was witness- 
ing a ball game. The young men who at- 
tacked him were members of the Soshi, and 
no punishmeat was ever given to them. In 
one of the colieges the students demanded 
the removai of every instructor, and the 
disturbers have so much influence that the 
matter is actually being considered. There 
seems to be li*tle action on the part of Japan's 
conservative citizens to crush this desire to 
rule. Perhaps more will be gained by ignor- 
ing the disturbers until the proper time for 
a powerful biow shall have arrived.“ 


A week or so ago ‘Tue Tripune printed a 
talk with an English traveler who had spent 
some time in South America, to the effect 
that the Argentine Republic, Peru, ana Bra- 
zil had formed an alliance with the intention 
of instigating hostilities towards Chili. 
Luis Mendoza of Buenos Ayres, who was at 
the Paimer last evening, says the alliance 
exists, but. its object is defensive. 

“There is no thought of an attack upon 
Chill.“ he explained, but that little country 


is acting so badly that it is necessary to re- 


strain it. The citizens of Chili think their 
interests predominate over all others in 
South America; in fact, they think Chili is 
South America, and this alliance is only 
formulated to check the violation of interna- 
tional rights. Now Chili will understand 
that there are no more conquests, and that it 
cannot attack Peru again without meeting with 
opposition from these big countries. a is all 
the little nation’s fault, for this alliance 
would not have been formed if Chili had 
taxen part in the Pan-American Congress. 
Chill was not a party to tue formation of the 
tribunal of arbitrawon to which international 
quarreis should be aubmitted. It looks now 
as if the Argentine-Peruvian-Brazilian alli- 
ance had placed Chili in an humble position, 
and the situation is so one-sided that it

ANNUAL BEPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Advocates the Thorough Study of Drawing 
—The Compulsory Law. 

At the meeting of the Board of Education 
last evening Mr. William’ G. Beale, the 
retiring President, whose term as member 

- of the board expired last evening, presented 
his annual report, much to the gratificauon 
of his associates, who bave been accustomed 
to receive these reports from nine months to 
@ year after they had become due Mr. Beale 
justified the new departure by saying that: 

Judging from the past the full details of finan- 
cial, business, and educational matters during 
the school year ending June 30, 1890, will rot be 
available for any review of them until many 
months after the termination of my term of serv- 
ice. A few suggestions in apt time seems more 

desirable than any such review, or a complete 
report largely devoid of interest through its 
tarcy appearance. . 

He then proceeded to call attention to the 
increased jurisdiction and responsibilities of 

the board, saying: 

In July, 1889, the territory em in thirty- 
three entire school districts, an parts of eight 
others, was declared annexed to Chicago. In this 
territory were over 100 school-houses,cared for by 
an equai number of engineers and janitors, and 
accommodating over 90,000 pupils. There were 
nearly 800 teachers employed in its schools, and 
these schools were supervised by about 0 
school officers. 

Reference then was made to the con- 
troversy and other difficulties, notwithstand- 
ing which Mr. Beale is persuaded that a fair 
degree of satisfaction may be felt by all in 
the affirmative accomplishment of much 
good, the avoidance of serious mistakes and 
of anything conspicuously discreditabie, and 
an excepwonal freedom from harsh adverse 
criticism. 

He recalled some suggestions made in the 
last year, some of which were adopted ana 
have been productive of good, and others of 
which are yet in the experimental stage and 
subject to depate. He saia, for instance: 
There ought to be more male teachers in the 
schools. The reasons are plain and well under 

and it is sufficient to say that the govern- 
ment and instruction of pupils from 11 or 12 
years of age upwards ought not to be almost ex- 
clusively in the hands of female teachers if the 
best results are desired. 

On the subject of drawing, as distin- 

shed from the other so-called special stud- 
he says:

‘ginning. itis as practical and almost as useful 
ms Writing. The hand-training which it gives 
would be serviceable in every walk of life. 

He thinks more care ought to be taken in 
the selection of teachers and said: 

Iam convinced that the board is too indulgent 
toward incompetent and inefficient teachers. 
There are many such in the public schools. If 
their places can be filled with more promising 
material they ought to be drop unhesitat- 
ingly. A pu schoo) is nota charitable insti- 
tution, or one existing in any degree for the ben- 
efit of ateacher. Its pupils are entitled to the 
dest services reasonabiy obtainable.

He said the Republicans could not 
afford to lose any time in getting an organi- 
zation and making preparations for the cam- 
paign. The Repubican State Central Com- 
mittee met after the adjournment of the von- 
vention and agreed to meetin Chicago July 
29, elect its officers, and proceed with the 
work of the campaign. fhe action of 
the Democrats convinced Mr. Jones that 
the Republican committee should meet 
as quickly as possible. He had no authority 
to call the committee together, but he felt 
that something should be done at once. He 
consulted quite a number of prominent Re- 
pudlicans in Chicago vesterday, and it was 
pretty much agreed that the State Committee 
should be gotten together before the 29th of 
July and tnat Gen. Martin should be re- 
quested to issue a call for an early date. This 
was the opinion expressed by Col. Sexton, 
Pliny B. Smith, Heory Westerfiela, and 
others with whom Mr. Jones consulted. 

Mr. Jones will probably be nominated for 
the Chairmanship of the committee by ac- 
clamation. He said yesterday he would de- 
cline the office if the Cook County commit- 
teemen preferred anybody eise, because he 
felt that the wishes of the party in Cook 
should be consulted and respected. If the 
committeemen from we First, Second, Third, 
and Fourth Districts wanted any other man 
Mr. Jones would, he said, decline tne office, 
but promised to do all in his power to make 
the campaign a success. 

“If I do take the office,” said Mr. Jones, 
“I will give we party the hottest campaign 
the State has seen since 1868.”’ 

There will be quite a little contest over the 
nomination of the Republicans for the Speak- 
ership of the House when the extra session 
meets. Charley Partridge of Lake will cer- 
tainly have a heavy vote in the caucus. He 
occupied the Speaker’s stand quite a number 
of times during the regular session and made 
an dle presiding officer. His leading 
opponent will de Milo White ot Whiteside, 
one of the best parliamentariansin the As- 
sembiy. Mr. White, lixe Mr. Partridge, is 
ex ingly popular and would unquestion- 
ably prove a success at the Speaker’s desk. 
The Republicans will organize the House and 
have a few votes to spare.

Both the Lake Shore and Grand Trunk 
Refuse to Make Concessions — The 
Whole Question Referred Back to the 
Trunk Line Presidents—If the Latter 
Fail to Agree Arbitration Is to Be Re- 
sorted To—Attempt to Advance West- 
era Freight Rates Frustrated. 

The managers of the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation roads met yesterday morning at 
Chairman’s Blanchard’s office in the 
‘Rookery “ to consider ways and means for 
bringing about an adjustment of the present 
war on dressed-beef rates and also to agree 
upou uniform rates of mileage for the trans- 
portation of refrigerator cars. The dressed- 
beef question was taken up first, but it was 
soon found that an adjustment of the exist- 
ing troubles could not be effected. Tne Grand 
Trunk refused to make any concession 
and claimed to be justly entitled 
to a differential rate of 3 cents per 100 pounds 
on dressed beef via Montreal, as dy that 
means only could it secure a fair proporton 

‘of tne business. The Lake Shore, on the other 
hand, refused to make an agreenent on any 
other basis except the abandonment of dit- 


ferentials by any route. Finding. that an au- 


justment of the troubles could not be effected 
without the interposition of the trunk line 
Presidents it wes decided to refer the matter 
back to those gentlemen fox their action. 


The question of mileage on refrigerator | 


cars elicited a lively discussion. It was 
asserted that some of the roads, and 
especially the Canadian Pacific, are paying 
one cent per mile for the use of such cars, 
while the agreement provides that but 
three-quarters of acent per mile should be 
charged.

Vania declined to pay more than three- 
quarters of a out.

net propose to take any stepsin the matter.

NO ADVANCE IN FREIGHT RATES. 


The Meeting of the Western Freight As- 
sociation Is a Fizzle. 

The attempt of the Western railroads to 
advance freight rates to tne Missouri River, 
St. Paul, and Iowa points proved a complete 
fizzie. At the meeting of the managers of 
the Western Freight Associawon heid in the 
“Rookery” yesterday the committee ap- 
pointed at the June meeting to consider and 
recommend, as to advance, if any, to be ef- 
fected in the rates to the West, Northwest, 
and Southwest, submitted a report recom- 
mending the adoption ofa scale of rates 
on the basis of 70 cents first class to 
tne Missouri River, 40 cents first class to St. 
Faul and graded rates in the interior terri- 
tory between St. Paul and the Missouri 
River. An animated discussion followed. 
considerable objection was raised to the 
proposition to advance the rates to Missouri 
points to the 70-cent basis, while the 40-vent 
basis was to be kept intact to, St. Paul. A 
proposition to ignore the long ahd short baul 
clause on business to interior lowa points was 
defeated by the votes of tne Chica- 
go, St. Paul and Kansas City, Wiscon- 
sin Central, and Ldinois Central roads. 
The latter claimed that they could not 
afford to charge higher rates to interior 
points in Iowa than were in effect to St. 
Paul simply to please the Chicago and North- 
western, which, by refusing to advance tne 
rates to St. Paul above the 40-cent basis, 
would beable to get lower rates than could 
be made by its competitors, without making 
itself liabie for violation of the law. A prop- 
osition was then made to advance the rates 
from Chicago to St. Paul to the basis of 55 
cents, first class, but the Northwestern re- 
fused to go above 40 cents on the ground that 
the Lake Superior and Soo line competi- 
tion would not permitof a higher rate than 
40 cents from Chicago to St. Paul. As a last 
effort the foliowing was introduced by one 
of the roads:

etc., and points in the Northwest, West, and 
South west, the same to govern the charge to be 
applied upon all trafic excepting as hereafter 
provided, said rates being hereunto attached, 
marked * Exhibit A.“ * 

Aesolved. Tuat as to through rates to St. Paul 
and Minneapolis in competion with lake rates 
or with the Canadian raii route, the lines mem- 
bers of this association shall be at liberty to put 
into effect such rates as are necessary to meet 
the conditions as they exist and in view of the 
character of the competition it is understood 
that whenever sich rates are met it shall be ac- 
complished by applying the rates to the poinot¢. 
invo.ved and oot at points intermediate to which 
the competition does not extend, 

R-svived, That the adoption of the foregoing 
shall not operate to cancel authorized arrange- 
ments under which equalization of through raves 
via the various association routes is effected, and 
revision to be made in such equulization arrange- 
ments as is necessary to conform to the situaulon 
above created.

It is presumed that these persons 
will put themselves in communication w 
the Milwaukee authorities at once, stating in 
each instance the nature and extent of their 
dealings with the defunct concern.

4 Misuse of Public Money in the Senate 
Stables and the Already Large Pay-Eoll 
e Employes—Newspaper Correspond- 
ents Who “Work” the Government for 
Extra Salaries—What It Costs to Keep 
an Average Senator in Order—Great 
Chance tor Reform. 


Wasuinoton, D. C., June 20.—{[New York 

Times.|—The unemployed and the poorly- 
paid laboring men of the country who can af- 
ford to buy the papers and take ume to read 
about what Congress is doing will be inter- 
ested in reading the reports that went out a 
few days ago about what Senator Hale said 
by way of protest against the tendency of the 
Senate to increased and useless expenditures, 
the suggestion of Senator Plumb that the 
pay-roliof the Senate ought to be reduced 
$100,000, instead of being increased $108,000, 
and the fact that, under the influence of the 
economical suggestions of Mr. Hale, the Sen- 
ate refused to create the office of Superin- 
tendent of the Sefiate stables, and appointed 
a committee to inquire in what manner it 
would be possible to “ reorganize” tne Sen- 
ate force soas to get rid of agreat many of the 
parasites that swarm about that bureau of 
employment. 
Ine whole subject of employés and salaries 
is agitated every session when thé Legislative. 
Executive, and Judiciary bill is taken up and 
considered successively by the two Houses. 
It is always expected that the two Houses 
will disagree, to some extent, as to the 
amounts which each regards the other en- 
titled to appropriate. The House is always 
more careful than the Senate. If the House 
Appropriations Committee did as the ma- 
jority of its members and a majority of the 
members of the House believe to be neces- 
sary and desirable it would provide for each 
member a clerk, as the, Senate has done. It 
is because of the friction that is created by 
the disinclinaton of the House to consent to 
the extravagant appropriauons of the Senate 
that any publicity is given to the disputes 
over the always augmenting Senate expea- 
ditures. 

All around the Senate swarm the empioyés 
who are interested in the proposed increases. 
Many of them are at once the empioyés of 
the Senate and the correspondonts of news- 


| papers. In sucn an emergency as this their 


usefulness as correspondents is impaired for 
reasons that need no explanation. They caa- 


not criticise and they would be more than 


human if they became active opponents of 
increased salaries. 

During the debate in the House Saturday 
on the conference report and while the disa- 
greement of the conferrees on the item af- 
fectung the employés of the Senate was un- 
der discussion Mr. Cannon illustrated tne 
matter with some comparative figures. He 
found that the Senate provides for 291 offi- 
cers and employés, exclusive of the re- 
porters of debates, at salaries. aggregat- 
ing $422,296, giving an average of more than 
three official assistunts to each Senator at 
an average salary of $1,451. The cost of 
keeping an average Senator in order struck 
the Prairie Representative as disparaging to 
the!)

They are supported in part 
by their Senatorial and Re ntative oWn- 
ers. They are boarders. For each horse be- 
stowed in the stable along with the “ Senate 
borses” acharge of $12 a month is paid—to 
the Postmaster of the Senate. This pays for 
the animai’s board alone. For the attention 
that these guests of tne Senate stables re- 
ceive there is no charge. The attendance 
and quarters are of the best, The brushes, 
currycombs, cloths, and labor are all takeu 
care of on the Senate pay roll. 

When a Senator or the Representative who 
boards his horse iu this very economical—for 
him—stable wants attention he presses a but- 
ton. The people “do the rgst.” This isa 
very pretty arrangement for those who bave 
got onto it.” The livery stable-keepers 
do not enjoy it as highly as tney 
ought In the ivery stables 
in the city, in which the vernment does 
not foot the bills for labor, 1d costs Senators 
and Representatives and other independent 
American citizens who have not heard of this 
Government competition io the livery busi- 
hess, not less than $20 a month for the feea- 
ing and careof weir horses. The care of 
the horses at the Senate stables includes 
also the care—cost included—in the $12 of 
such wagons and carriages as go witn the 
horses. That means that they are kept out 
of the weather and washed and polished ana 
greased as were is need or request. 

It is perfectly plain that the man who is 
privileged to keep his horses in this staple 
cau save the price of a pretty good horse— 
say $100—ina y by patronizing the stadie 
maintained by Uncie Sam in preference to 


one of the stables conducted by the ordinary 
stabiekeeper.

But as I understand it the pay- 
ment of duties to the Federal Treasury may not 
be the end of one’s troubles and expenses, for 
the sovereign States of this Republic may im- 
pose inter-State duties. 

I had read before coming to this country about 
the liberal concessions made by the Government 
to railroad companies, but I am unable to see 
how these roads, with all the stipulated conces- 
sions, can be good Investments with so many im- 
pediments to both the foreign and domestic 
traffic.

CHICAGO. June 30.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
After a residence of two months in your beauti.

Considering the 
probabie future of the city, that shouid be done 
on a large scale, and with every natural attrac 
tion brought into play. I bazurd nothing in say

The bank clearings for yesterday indicate that 
the estimate of July disbursements was not 
placed too high. The total of $19,020,000 is said 
to be the greatest in Chicago's financial history. 
There isa tradition of a day back in 1881 which 
exceeded anything since, but tne officers at the 
clearing-house are unable to locate it. The 
money market was a shade easier yesterday, but 
the change was manifest only in the way of few- 
er refusals. A good many people who were en- 
titlea to loans have not been able to get 
them lately even when rates were not 
considered. The situation will undoubtedly 
grow easy enough, so that all who are 
entitled to loans can be accommodated at 6 per 
cent, but there are no signs of a shading of that 
rate. Money is easter in New York and is re- 
ported devidedly easier in London. The easier 
rates there caused an advance in sixty-day ster- 
ling exchangé bills, although sight drafts were 
weak. Bankers actual rates were 434@484% for 
sixty-day bills and % for demand. New York 
exchange Was par in the morning but advanced 
to 25 cents premium. The country banks con- 
tinue large puschasers of commercial paper, but 
the city banks at present take none. 

West Chicago stock is again to the front on 
the Chicago Stock Exchange. Overations in 
that stock overshadowed everything else there 
yesterday. The stock opened at 119\%, a mare 
stronger than the close Tuesday, and went u 
short order to 121; that brougbtout « good sal 
of long stock, stock that had been purchased at 
116 to 117, thus having a profit in it that holders 
were willing to take without regard to the future 
of the market.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets wers less active 
yesterday, the work of changing over July to later 
months having been mostiy accomplished, while 
there was not much in the way of new business 
from outside, and not much of it expected before 
next week. The foreign news mostly favored 
strength, but the home feeling was hardly in con- 
sonance, though prices did not recede far from 
those of the previous afternoon, 

The growth last month in the local stocks of 
provisions was sim mply tremendous. Lard in- 
creased 28,000 tos and ribs 16,350,00u lbs, or more 
than 40 per cent. The latter piled up here be- 
cause of the soarcity of ice at country points, 
most of which are understood to be in compara- 
tively light stock in consequence. The habitues 
of the provisions pit had been — 2 big in- 

ut even 
they were surprised at the size of the totals. 
Also pork packed last winter appears to have in- 
creased 6.000 bris. 

According to some cable messages the crops in 
Europe promise to be considerably larger than 
those of last year. Others tell a widely different 


story, the latest advices from France reporting. 


that country tebe menaced as well as England 
with heavy loss because of incessant rains. The 
truthfulness of the latter, in kind if not in de- 
gree, would appear to be vouched for by the re- 
ports of higher prices in the markets of France 
and England, and the better export demand for 
wheat.and flour that has been witnessed in this 
country during the last few days. Private 
cables yesterday called Liverpool 1@lied per 
cental higher and London up about 6d per 
quarter. Ocean freiguts are down 20, which 
favors the movement of large quantities of 
breadstuffs across the ocean.

Some accounts say that rust and other 
mischiefs are working sad havoc, while others 
tell that the prospect for wheat is a magnificent 
one.
